It wo u ld be wro ng to say that the

o f either the o ne o r the o ther was 
better o r wo rse. The same thing 
is tru e abo u t slu ggish co lo ns. 
Peo ple are alway s 
wo rry ing 
abo u t being "into x icated” with 
co nstipatio n. I think it is fair to 
say that this n w n happened in 
the histo ry o f the wo rld. If a per­ 
so n with co nstipatio n begins to 
wo rry abo u t it o r thinks he is su b­ 
ject to au to -into x icatio n, he real­ 
ly is a go ner. What y o u think 
abo u t y o u r co nstipatio n is by all 
o dds the mo st impo rtant element 
in 
the 
phy sician’* 
pro blem o f 
treatment. 
Co nstipatio n is a disease o f civ i­ 
lizatio n. The Eskimo has no wo rd 
fo r it becau se the co nditio n is u n­ 
kno wn to him. 


Eating To o Little 


Ano ther cau se o f co nstipatio n is 
eating to o little. It do esn’t make 
any difference whether y o u eat 
fo o d that is classified as ro u ghage 
o r no t; the Eskimo who liv es 
mo stly o n meat is no t co nstipated. 
Nerv o u s tensio n and strain will 
cau se it. I hav e the reco rd befo re 
me o f a wo man who was o perated 
o n sev eral times fo r attacks so in­ 
tractable that casto r o il had no ef­ 
fect. Each time the attending su r­ 
geo n tho u ght she had an intestinal 
o bstru ctio n, bu t each time they 
fo u nd a no nmal lo o king bo wel. The 
ease was nev er so lv ed u ntil the 
wo man admitted that each time 
she had fallen ill she had been try ­ 
ing to sav e a go o d-fo r-no thing so n 
fro m priso n fo r fo rging checks. 


To o little ro u ghage as a cau se 
in a certain nu mber o f cases is 
easily o v erco me by the u se o f 
fru its and v egetables rather than 
co ncentrated fo o ds su ch as eggs, 
white flo u r and su gar. 
To o little water. No t eno u gh a t­ 
tentio n is paid to this cau se o f 
co nstipatio n. 


Use o f Lax ativ ea 


The habitu al u se o f lax ativ es. 
I wo u ld pu t this seco nd in my 
list 
o f cau ses. In neu rly ev ery case 
kno wn to me this has been du e to 
a habit which is generated by fear. 
It is like the habit o f taking seda­ 
tiv es at night: the perso n thinks 
he is no t go ing to sleep so 
he takes 
a sleeping tablet befo re he finds 
o u t whether he is go ing to sleep o r 
no t. The same thing is tru e o f 
cathartics. When an X-ray is made 
o f these peo ple they are warned 
no t to take a cathartic in o rder to 
hav e the bo wel fu nctio ning no r­ 
mally , and in 9 0 per cent o f cases 
it empties au to matically . 
As a final cau se I wo u ld like to 
pu t do wn o ld age and div erticu lo - 
sis and the cases in which there is 
pto sis o r dro pping o f the sto mach 
and bo wel.

X-ray ed and fo u nd to be a calciu m 
depo sit where the bo ne o f the 
u pper arm jo ins the sho u lder.

Answer: I u o no t believ e any 
fo o ds will o v erco me the calciu m 
tendency bu t it is no t alway s nec­ 
essary to reso rt to su rgery . In 
mo st cases ,ime and the u se o f 
heat and resting the sho u lder will 
cau se abso rptio n.
